Dieted the flight from H arbor Grace, 
New foundland, in two days to climax 
a notable aviation record. 
W ith the sam e engine which carried 
Clarence Cham berlain and Charles A. 
Levine from New York to G erm any. 
in 1927, the Columbia m ade her second 
successful crossing of the ocean, but 
for the second tim e fell short of the 
actual goal. 
On the flight to G erm any 
C ham berlain was forced down before 
reaching Berlin.

R-101," were the first words of Connor 
w hen the Columbia landed. 
A crowd of 300 persons, including 
Levine, greeted the fliers. 
Boyd and Connor were cleanly shav­ 
en and w earing civilian clothes

sw eater, with a sprig of flowers in his 
coat lapel. 
“It is due to Boyd th at I'm here,’’ 
said Connor. 
Boyd playfully throw

The Columbia's old m otor perform ­ 
ed alm ost perfectly on the flight, but

hope, 
w ithout putting anything in its place 
but sullen resentm ent, 
m aking 
the 
w arden's job m ore of a task than ever. 
T he m an who has nothing to lose is 
easy prey to evil suggestions, particu­ 
larly so, if the physical environm ent 
is bad,” he said. 
H e pointed out th a t u n d er repres­ 
sive legislation, a residence of "long 
tim e” men accum ulated In the prisons. 
"I do not argue against the repres­ 
sive legislation," he said, "if it works 
for prevention, well and good, and 
there is the saving fact that, if it is 
too harshly applied, it will defeat the 
end desired and become useless.” 
He said m em bers of the association 
should "steer a steady middle course 
between the extrem e of 
unqualified 
repression on the one hand and loose 
sentim entalism on the other."

N ew foundland, in two days to climax 
a notable aviation record. 
W ith the sam e engine w hich carried 
Clarence Cham berlain and C harles A. 
Levine from New York to G erm any, 
in 1927, the Columbia m ade her second 
successful crossing of the ocean, but 
for the second time fell sh o rt of the 
actual goal. 
On the flight to G erm any 
C ham berlain was forced dow n before 
reaching Berlin. 
“W e’re 
awfully 
sorry 
about

R-101,’’ were the first words of Connor 
when the Columbia landed. 
A crowd of 300 persons, including 
Levine, greeted the fliers. 
Boyd and Connor were cleanly shav­ 
en and w earing civilian clothes -C on­ 
nor a tweed brown suit an d pull-over 
sweater, with a sprig of flowers in his 
coat lapel. 
“It is due to Boyd th at I ’m here,” 
said Connor. 
Boyd playfully threw 
his arm around his navigator an d re­ 
m arked : 
“D on’t be foolish; it w as your navi 
gation.” 
The Colum bia’s old m otor p erfo rm ­ 
ed alm ost perfectly on the flight, but

A rb itrary speed limitations do little good 
and are likely to beget adm inistrative abuses. But the law against 
negligence strictly yet reasonably applied cannot fail to inspire 
respect for the principles of safety on the part of motorists. 
The engineer must continue to do his part. The wisest t rathe 
regulations rigidly enforced w ill not suffice. There is need of ad­ 
ditional motor ways, of broader main highways, of grade separa­ 
tion at crossings, of adequate parking space. Gradually cities will 
be rebuilt to meet modern traffic conditions. Gradually, too, the 
pedestrian as well as the driver w ill learn to avoid unnecessary 
risks. 
The most effective single preventative of accidents, how­ 
ever, is the drivers’ licensing system. The states like illinois that 
fail to license motorists and chauffeurs cannot escape moral re­ 
sponsibility for the lives lost and the bodies crippled through that 
negligence. Neither they nor the communities within their bor­ 
ders can lay claim to having put forth reasonable efforts to pro­ 
mote safety on the thoroughfares.

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Few Groups o f Eskim os 
Snow -H ouse D w ellers 
Snow houses are unknown to tho 
Alaskan Eskimos, and In the Macken­ 
zie delta region such dwellings are 
used only In emergencies. 
The snow house has long been and 
still is the winter habitation of a 
number of Eskimo groups sen tiered 
eastward 
from 
Coronation 
gulf 
to 
Greenland. 
Even in that desolate re­ 
gion the snow house la regularly in­ 
habited only when no other building 
materials 
lire 
available. 
Some 
of 
these Eskimo hunters are very adept 
at constructing houses of snow for 
the temporary shelter of their families. 
The Labrador Eskimos do not live In 
snow houses, and out of the 15,0(1 
Eskimos in Greenland only a few hun­ 
dred living around Cape York ever 
dwell in such shelters. 
Even among 
these the more usual winter <1 wet lug 
consists of wails of (airth or stone and 
rafters of stone slabs or the large 
bones of animals. 
It is supposed that the Eskimos are 
descended from Amerlenn aborigines 
who gradually worked their way Into 
the Far North. 
Ancient ruins found 
throughout 
the region 
where snow 
houses i.‘re still regularly 
or occa­ 
sionally used indicate that tin* house 
of stone, driftwood and whalebone is 
older than the igloo or hemispherical 
house built of blocks of snow laid In 
spiral courses.

Usually, tho principal feature of 
monuments of this kind Is the man 
himself, hut it was thought that, in 
Iii*: case of George Westinghouse, 
even his magnificent figure would

Casting 
aside

this m onum ent have produced an 
unique 
work 
th at 
is 
thoroughly 
modern 
in 
character, 
typically 
American in spirit, and wonderfully 
successful in conveying to the spec­ 
tator a feeling of veneration for Hie 
genius whom it commem orates. 


Usually, the principal feature of 
m onum ents of this kind is the man 
himself, hut if. was thought that, in 
the case of George Westinghouse, 
even his magnificent figure would 
he inadequate to express his accom ­ 
plishments; so, though he is shown 
in a largo medallion, leaning over 
his draw ing board, greater em phasis 
is laid upon those who worked with 
him, the things of steel and power 
which ho brought into being, and, 
more 
especially, 
an 
American 
youth, who gazes upon him with 
eager, yet reverent, interest. 


The m onum ent Itself stands upon 
a base of Norwegian granite, the 
most beautiful of building m ateri­ 
als. 
lls principal com ponent con­ 
sists of a large central panel flanked 
by two semi-circular wings, all of 
which 
are 
made 
of 
gold-leafed 
bronze with Norwegian granite in­ 
sets. 
The 
central 
panel carries the 
medallion of George W estinghouse 


supported on an open-work back­ 
ground of oak tree foliage, and on 
either side are two figures, one a 
skilled mechanic and the other an 
engineer with his slide rule. Both 
the portrait and the figures are 
modeled In full relief. 
Below the 
medallion is the following inscrip­ 
tion; 
George W estinghouse 
Union Soldier 
Citizen of Pittsburgh 
Founder of The Westinghouse 
Industries 
Benefactor of H um anity 
Through His Labors 
And Inventions 
1816—1914 
Erected by 
Westinghouse Memorial Ass’n 
of 61251 M embers 
Who Served With Him In The 
Army of Industry. 


At the bottom of the central panel 
is a memorial of the most Im portant 
period of Mr. W estinghouse^ career 
—a representation of the first train 
to ho equipped with tile Westing­ 
house airbrake. 
Each of the flanking wings Is 
divided into three panels, and on 
each panel is depicted in low relief 
one of Mr. W estinghouse^ achieve­ 
ments. These Include: 
Tile illumination of the Chicago 
W orld’s F air of 1893 by the alter­ 
nating-current system developed by 
Mr. W estinghouse; the tiydro-elec- 
tric plant at N iagara Falls with the 
5000-horsepower alternating-current 
electric generators which were sup­ 


plied 
by 
Mr. 
W estinghouse 
and 
were at that time the largest In 
the world; the steam turbine, intro­ 
duced into America by Mr. W est­ 
inghouse and now used universally 
for electric generation by steam 
power; alternating-current railroad 
electrification, which Mr. W esting­ 
house advocated and made prac­ 
ticable; and the airbrake, the most 
famous of all W estinghouse inven­ 
tions; and railroad switching and 
signaling systems, another of the 
inventor's im portant contributions 
to the railroad industry. 
The American Youth is of heroic 
size and is of gold-leafed bronze to 
correspond with the rest of the 
memorial. 
He is a handsome, serious lad, 
with the slender proportions that 
are distinctly American. Ho car­ 
ries his school books in one hand, 
and in the other his cap, removed 
in reverence and crumpled in his 
fingers. 
He may well become the 
recognized type of our race. 
Nearly 55,000 employes of the in­ 
dustries founded by George W est­ 
inghouse contributed to the erec­ 
tion of this memorial. Their nam es 
have been inscribed upon a docu­ 
m ent which has been placed in a 
herm etically 
sealed 
com partm ent 
at the back of the monument. 
For the qualities ot this Memo­ 
rial as a work of art, in its por­
